PREFACE 
This is a companion workbook to Peak Reader 2. The suggestions 
offered in the Preface to Reading through Doing I continue to apply. 

The combination of sounds to be drilled are those that occur most 
frequently in the words used in the Coutse for Standards I and II. 
There will therefore be some omissions. For instance, at this stage, 
there are very few vocabulary items containing the endings [ion and 
Œ . When such words do occur they should be taught by the ‘Look 
and Say’ method until the teacher has sufficient examples to justify a 
list of them. When this stage is reached such words may be taught 
through phonic drills. 

This book will be found to contain some exercises on ‘grammar’. 
Their inclusion in a workbook to teach reading is deliberate. Intelligent 
and fluent reading is not based merely on a knowledge of individual 
words. Ultimately it involves an interpretation of ideas deriving from 
groups of words in association. In English, which can no longer be 
classified as an inflected language, meaning comes chiefly from groups 
of words arranged in a certain succession and in certain established 
patterns. But some agreement persists: for example plural subjects take 
plural verbs. This grammar of agreement and sentence order should 
become habitual in speech and in reading if a child is to use English 
without conscious mental effort. 

So, although teachers should not use the word ‘grammar’ nor intro- 
duce grammatical terms at this stage, they should teach some grammar. 
They will find this grammar particularly helpful when explaining why 
mistakes are wrong and how they can be put right. But this should be 
done only in language which the child can understand. There is no 
reason why analogies, where these exist, should not be drawn from the 
child’s own vernacular.
